GREETINGS. 


A  Message  From  the  Superintendent 


This  year,   1964,   is  a  significant 
one.     Centennial  year  it  is--for  all 
Montanans.     One  hundred  years  ago 
President  Abraham  Lincoln  proclaimed 
this  as  Montana  Territory  with  the 
Honorable  Sidney  Edgerton  as  first 
Territorial  Governor.  Seventy-five 
years  ago  statehood  came  along  with 
the  Honorable  Joseph  Toole  elected  our 
first  State  Governor.     Today  the 
Honorable  Tim  Babcock  is  our  Centen- 
nial Governor.     In  all  we  have  had 
twenty-four  governors,  nine  territorial  and  fifteen  state. 

Montana  has  made  great  progress  since  early  territorial 
days,   and  continues  to  do  so.     Today's  living  is  a  shairp 
contrast  from  that  of  the  early  pioneer  and  the  Indian.  Yet 
the  same  fresh  spirit  prevails.     People  continue  to  be  hale 
and  well  met.     The  ruggedness  of  the  mountain  and  the  vastness 
of  the  plain  is  with  us.     Beauty  lies  everywhere  about. 
Tremendous  natural  resources  are  barely  tapped.     So  let  us 
take  real  pride  in  our  great  state  and  salute  her  this  centen- 
nial year. 

There  are  other  significant  milestones  to  be  noted  during 
this  period.     The  Montana  State  Industrial  School  had  its  early 
beginning  eighty  years  ago,   in  1884,  as  a  women's  reformatory. 
Ten  years  later  it  was  transformed  into  the  Montana  State 
Refo2rm  School.     When  the  girls  moved  to  their  new  school  at 
Helena  in  1921,   our  institution  became  known  by  the  name  it 
bears  today. 

But  this  is  all  background.     What  is   foreground?  Who 
knows?     God  alone.     As  we  probe  uncharted  seas  we  have  faith 
that  God  has  gone  before.     Faith  begets  courage,   courage  begets 
progress.     Let  us  try  to  translate  this  into  individual  terms-- 
into  each  our  own  case,   so  to  speak.     Let  us  look  to  the  future, 
to  our  lives  ahead,  with  faith  and  courage.     Let  us  be  deter- 
mined to  be  useful  contributors  to  our  society  in  order  that 
those  who  follow  may  have  better  than  has  been  our  lot  in  life. 
Such  is  progress.     In  it  we  each  have  a  role  to  play.  A 
progressive  role  it  is. 

That  we  are  a  part  of  "something  big"  is  exemplified  by 
what  Montana  is  today,   envisioned  by  what  she  will  be  tomorrow. 
What  will  history  record  as  to  how  each  of  us  played  our  res- 
pective role?    The  answer  lies  in  you. 
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Department  of  Clinical  Services 


The  Department  of  Clinical  services  has  evolved  as  a  core  for  the  en- 
tire treatment  program  of  the  institution.     Its  individual  and  group  ser- 
vices to  boys  integrates  with  the  activities  of  the  other  departments. 
Basic  to  all  is  cottage  life,  the  effectiveness  of  which  unfortunately  has 
been  hambered  with  much  over-crowdedness  in  recent  years.     But  even  so  it 
is  a  most  helpful  part  of  our  institutional  experience.     We  look  also  to 
social,  psychological  and  psychiatric  services  for  special  help  and  to 
religious  services  for  spiritual  guidance.     We  count  on  medical  and  dental 
services  to  help  maintain  our  physical  well  being.     We  know  that  if  we 
score  with  Case  Progress  Coirmittee  we  improve  our  chances  to  get  out  and 
make  good.     It  is  implied  in  all  clinical  services  that  a  boy  has  re- 
course to  seek  out' individually  the  assistance  he  needs  in  overcoming 
distress . 


"Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone...."    The  spiritual  segment  of 
an  individual's  life  is  extremely  important.     This  is  no  less  true  for 
an  individual  living  in  an  institutional  setting.     To  help  provide  for 
this  need  the  Chaplaincy  program  has  long  been  a  part  of  institutional 
living  in  the  United  States.     The  Montana  State  Industrial  School  was 
without  the  services  of  a  full-time  Chaplain  for  a  period  of  more  than 
two  years  following  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Gale  Sinift.    As  of  July  1, 
1963,  Rev.  Leslie  H.  Payne  was  employed  as  Chaplain  on  a  full-time 
basis  after  having  served  as  Protestant  Chaplain  on  a  part-time  basis 
for  more  than  two  years.

A  Worship  Service  for  Protestant  boys  is  conducted  on  Sundays  at 
8:15  a.m.     A  Bible  Study  group  is  conducted  for  Protestant  boys  wish- 
ing to  participate  in  a  discussion  of  the  Bible  and  religion. 

Rev.  R.  D.  Bielefeld,  from  the  Sacred  Heart  Parish  in  Miles  City, 
serves  as  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  on  a  part-time  basis.  Father 
Bielefeld  is  at  the  Institution  at  various  times  during  the  week  to 
counsel  with  boys.     There  are  two  Sunday  services  jfor  Roman  Catholic 
boys,  Cathechism  class  being  at  8:15  a.m.  and  the  Mass  is  celebrated 
at  11:15  a.m. 

This  past  year  we  were  forutnate  to  be  able  to  send  ten  boys  to 
a  Bible  Camp,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  many  friends  over  the  state 
who  paid  the  camp  fees.     Four  boys  were  sent  to  Junior  Citizen's 
Camp  this  year,  the  camp  fees  there  also  being  provided  for  by  indiv- 
viduals  and  groups  -throughout   the  state. 

We  were  extremely  elated  when  an  organ  was  purchased  for  the^ 
Chapel  by  the  Epsilon  Sigma  Alpha  Chapters  of  Montana.     They  had  been 
working  on  this  project  very  faithfully  for  several  years,  and  cer- 
tainly the  organ  adds  greatly  to  the  Worship  service. 

The  Rev.  Herbert  Burdsall,  minister  of  the  First  Methodist  Church 
in  Miles  City,  conducts  the  Sunday  morning  services  for  the  Protestant 
boys  when  it  is  not  possible  for  Rev.  Payne  to  be  present. 

We  work  and  pray  that  there  might  be  a  continuing  spiritual  growth 
at  the  State  Industrial  School  through  the  years.

Psychological  Services 


A  clinical  type  of  psychological  service  to  evaluate  mental 
capabilities  of  individuals  and  the  stresses  and  strains  they 
experience  is  necessary  in  an  institution  such  as  ours.     We  are 
fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Arthur  Ellerd  serving  us  in  this  capacity. 
He  has  been  at  S.I.S.  since  February,  1963. 

Before  and  after  the  Second  World  War,  Mr.  Ellerd  worked  in 
the  field  of  school  administration.     He  served  in  the  Army  Air 
Force  and  in  the  Counter  Intelligence  Corps  from  1942  to  1945 
and  completed  his  Master's  degree,  following  the  War,  at  the 
University  of  Nebraska.     Then  Mr.  Ellerd  further  attended  grad- 
uate school,  on  the  G.I.  Bill,   for  three  years  of  training  in 
clinical  and  educational  psychology  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 
He  worked  for  two  years  at  Dixon  State  Hospital,  Illinois,  with 
the  mentally  ill  before  entering  upon  correctional  work  in  the 
Illinois  State  Penitentiary  at  both  Joliet  and  Pontiac  and  in 
the  Illinois  State  Reformatory  for  Women  at  Dwight .

Psychiatric  Services 

Dr.  Freese 


Of  vital  importance  in  a  treatment  type  program  is  psychiatric 
service.     For  years  we  have  been  dependent  on  the  limited  facili- 
ties available  through  mental  health  clinics.     But  now  we  have 
the  part-time  services  of  Dr.  Martin  L.  Freese  who  devotes  Tues- 
day, Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  forenoons  to  the  boys  at  the 
institution. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  procured  the  services  of  Dr. 
Freese.     He  presents  a  rich  background  of  medical  training  and 
experience.    He  earned  his  B.A.  degree  from  Denison  University 
in  Granville,  Ohio,  and  his  M.D.  degree  from  the  University  of 
Cincinnati,  and  was  licensed  as  a  physician.     Dr.  Freese  became 
interested  in  education  and  in  working  with  young  people  when 
he  accepted  a  position  on  the  faculty  of  Rocky  Mountain  College 
in  Billings  for  two  years.     There  he  taught  psychology,  English, 
and  public  speaking,  was  acting  librarian,  and  was  faculty  ad- 
visor to  the  annual  and  editorial  staff.     Dr.  Freese  then  re- 
turned to  the  field  of  medicine,  completed  another  internship 
and  a  year  of  surgical  training  and  entered  the  general  prac- 
tice of  medicine  for  one  year  in  Roundup,  prior  to  coming  to 
Miles  City  where  he  practiced  for  eleven  years.     Recently  Dr. 
Freese  returned  from  the  College  of  Medicine  of  the  University 
of  Utah  where  he  has  studied  psychiatry  since  the  early  summer 
of  1962.

Social  Services  are  an  integrated  part  of  the  total  insti- 
tutional program,   cooperating  with  other  institutional  services 
in  assisting  each  boy  toward  the  goal  of  becoming  a  responsible 
and  productive  member  of  the  citizenry  of  his  community. 

Mr.  Ted  Ruber  and  Mr.  John  McCune  serve  on  the  staff  of  the 
Montana  State  Industrial  School  as  caseworkers.     It  is  their 
function  to  provide  casework  services  to  the  boys  relative  to 
their  adjustment  within  the  environment  of  the  institution  and 
to  their  eventual  placement  outside  of  the  institution. 

Counselling  with  boys  to  help  them  gain  a  sound  sense  of 
values  and  to  assist  them  in  overcoming  their  personal  problems 
is  a  major  function  of  social  services. 

Orientation  of  each  new  boy,  gathering  of  social  history  in- 
formation,  serving  as  liaison  between  the  boy  and  his  family  and 
his  community  and  other  interested  agencies  and  people,  and  plan- 
ning his  placement  are  other  functions  of  social  services.

The  Case  Progress  Committee  is  made  up  of  Case  Workers,  the 
Psychologist,  the  Psychiatrist,  the  Chaplains,  the  Nurses,  the 
Cottage  Parents,  Department  Heads,  and  other  supervisors  able 
to  attend.     The  Committee  meets  Friday  mornings  to  discuss  in- 
dividual boy's  progress,   receiving  progress  reports  from  the 
various  departments  of  the  institution.     Recommendations  are 
made  regarding  changes  in  program  for  the  individual  boy,  as 
well  as  recommended  leaves,  releases,  and  discharges.  Each 
boy's  progress  is  reviewed  when  he  has  been  at  the  institution 
six  weeks,   six  months,  and  every  three  months  thereafter,  unles 
there  is  need  for  special  consideration.

The  academic  program  at  the  Montana  State  Industrial  School 
for  Boys  is  inclusive  of  elementary  grades,  ungraded  through 
eighth;   secondary  grades,   nine  through  twelve;   and  a  one-hour- 
per-day  remedial  program  for  older  boys. 

Occasionally,  we  have  some  students  enrolled  in  Custer 
County  High  School,   and  Custer  County  Junior  College. 

The  overall  academic  and  vocational  areas,  with  their  vast 
limitations,   are  designed  to  serve  a  multiplicity  of  interests 
and  needs.     Improvements  are  slowly  being  realized  in  this 
respect . 

The  pending  construction  of  our  new  physical  education 
building  will  greatly  enhance  the  health,  physical  education, 
and  recreation  programs.

Although  the  budget  and  physical  plant  continue  to  lag 
behind  existing  needs,   classroom  enrichment  remains  foremost 
in  the  thinking  and  planning  of  the  administration  and  faculty.

The  situation  is  not  so  much 
what  is  lacking  in  the  academic  and  other  areas,  but  rather  how 
much  more  meaningful  the  program  could  be  with  the  proper  tools. 

The    faculty  at  the  industrial  school  is  to  be  commended  for 
the  diligent  and  professional  performance  of  their  duties  with 
the  present  available  resorces.

Mr.  Tracy  brought  his  inexperienced  team  to  Wibaux  on 
September  7,   1953,   to  play  the  opening  game  of  the  season  for 
both  schools.

The  Beavers  were  a  good 
fighting  team  that  never  gave  up  even  when  far  behind.  Many 
comments  were  received  on  the  hard  hitting  and  good  running  of 
this  year's  team.     We  were  able  to  beat  most  of  our  opponents 
in  all  statistics  except  total  score.     This  was  due  simply  to 
lack  of  experience,  which  prevented  us  from  capitalizing  on 
many  opportunities  that  might  have  boosted  our  winning  average.

All 
details  are  in  need  of  more  supervisors  and  more  adequate 
equipment.     Neverthelesss  this  department  has  been  doing  an 
exceptional  job  maintaining  a  process  of  vocational  training 
at  the  institution.     The  major  purpose  is  to  stimulate  train- 
ing and  use  of  individual  capabilities  so  that  boys  may  be 
able  to  select  a  trade  or  profession  best  suited  to  them. 

Ideally,   a  boy  should  return  to  the  community  with  the 
assurance  of  a  job  which  he  has  learned  to  do  at  the  Indus- 
trial School  after  he  has  had  the  opportunity  of  trying  a 
number  of  trades.     Many  boys  do  receive  some  training  as 
a  result  of  good  use  of  available  manpower  and  materials. 
Unfortunately,  however,   crowded , conditions  are  a  perplexing 
handicap  and  many  potential  skills  remain  underdeveloped  as 
a  result  of  this.     Training  in  the  vocational  area  will 
become  more  comprehensive  and  meaningful  as  the  budget  will 
permit .

The  primary  importance  of  the  carpenter  shop  is  mainten- 
ance.    Mr.  Fredrickson,  Mr.  Asay,  Mr.  Schiller,   and  Mr. 
Budkiewicz  are  the  supervisors  in  this  shop,  and  all  have 
fine  training  and  background  in  their  respective  jobs.  The 
boys  receive  training  in  cement  finishing,  brick  laying, 
cabinet  making,  and  carpentry,  as  well  as  many  other  areas 
of  building,  on  this  detail.     Above  is  a  picture  of  Mr. 
Fredrickson  in  the  carpenter  shop  supervising  the  boys  in 
many  small  jobs  which  require  constant  attention.  Below 
is  a  picture  of  the  boys  after  they  set  up  a  cement  mixing 
machine  which  will  be  used  to  mix  the  cement  for  the  work 
done  on  the  Vocational  Director's  house.

The  walls  were  re- 
painted, the  woodwork  was  re- 
conditioned, and  the  floors 
were  sanded  and  varnished. 


Last  year  the  boys  began 
working  on  the  school  rooms  which 
were  made  in  the  old  auditorium. 
The  work  lasted  all  summer  but 
was,  completed  in  time  for  school 
to  begin  in  the  new  class  rooms. 


Here  is  what  the  new 
section  looked  like  after 
completion  in  the  fall.  The 
school  rooms  are  well  lighted 
and  represent  the  fine  work- 
manship of  many  of  the  boys 
here  at  the  institution.

Last  year  the  meat  shop  but- 
chered and- processed  258  head 
of  hogs  and  approximately  50 
head  of  beef. 


The  Montana  State  Industrial  School  is  nearly  self  support- 
ing^ though  there  are^  of  course^  many  goods  which  must  be 
bought  in  order  to  make  the  diet  complete.     In  our  own  cannary 
we  have  produced^  last  year^  254  gallons  of  tomato  puree^  151 
gallons  of  sweet  pickles^  and  100  gallons  of  dill  pickles. 
The  processing  crew  also  froze  1500  pounds  of  corn  on  the  cob„ 
The  farm  also  produced  carrots ^  potatoes^  onions^  and  water- 
melon .

This  is  one  of  the  four  departments  of  our  institution,  all 
of  which  must  work  very  closely  with  each  other  to  lend  a 
smoothness  to  a  constant  and  continuing  operation  such  as  this 
which  is  subject  to  upheavals  from  time  to  time.     The  Department 
"of  Finance  and  Supply,  with  its  nerve  center  located  in  the 
main  Business  Office,   is  headed  by  the  Business  Manager  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

Responsibilities  assumed  in  this  area  include  budgetary 
and  financial  planning,  purchasing,   control,  property  and  in- 
ventory control,   and  general  business  administration.  Telephone 
and  mail  service  is  provided  by  this  section.     The  Business 
Manager • acts  as  assistant  to  the  Superintendent  in  personnel  . 
management.     Operational  direction  for  the  dietary,  laundry, 
general  and  clothing  stores,  gardening,   food  processing,  farm 
(including  crops,  dairy,  hogs,  and  poultry)  is  also  a  charge 
of  this  department. 

All  production  is  aimed  at  supplying  needed  provender  for 
the  institution  rather  than  for  commercial  gain.     In  all  opera- 
tions boys  are  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  in  order 
that  they  may  receive  vocational  experience  that  later  may 
prove  helpful  to  them  in  earning  a  livelihodd.
